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MR. MACKENZIE KING'S FAILURE 


Mr. Mackenzie King in his Monday night 
speech at the Royal Victoria Theatre said there 
is only one issue in the present election, namely, 
the Budget. In his Brantford speech, with which 
he opened the present campaign, he was insistent 
m there being three issues before the peopl, the 
other two being his Government's record and 
those who will represent Canada at the Imperial 
Eeofiomitc Conferences As he progresses through 
the country he prefers to narrow the issues 
Possibly he has found that his Government's 
record has unsavory features in the estimation 
of the public some of which he thinks should be 
forgotien.. Then, again, representation at the 
Impérial Conference is not an issue at all, Why 
should it be? It would be just as pertinent to 
say that Canada’s future representation in the 
League of Nations is being voted upon in the 
election of July 28 

There are several issues in the present elec- 
tion and they are interdeppndent Primarily, 
there Is trade policy of the present Goyern- 
ment, That policy, through lack of adequate 
protection for Canadian industries, has failed to 
provide enough work for Canad As @ result 
hundreds of thousands of our citizens crossed the 
international boundary in search of a livelihood 
The Dominion, in approximately nine years of 
Liberal rule at Ottawa, has lost 1,300,000 citizens 
who might have been retained here to assist in 
the country’s development had a truly protective 
fiscal policy been pursued. Because, too, of lack 
of vision at Ottawa the country was faced last 
Winter, and is faced still, with a serious unem- 
ployment problem, To solve this the Dominion 
Government has done nothing although it is 
responsible that such a state of affairs should 
have arisen 

The outstanding feature of the Dunning 
Budget is the extension of British preferences. In 
the ardor displayed by the Finance Minister to 
elaborate a vote-catching scheme he even ac- 
corded preferential treatment to articles which 
Canada does not import from the Motherland 
The secondary feature in the Budget is the coun- 
tervalling duties. These constitute the Federal 
Government's reply ‘to the Hawley-Smoot Tariff 
but, as far as their effectiveness goes, they do 
not speak in terms above a whisper The British 
preferences may conceivably mean more British 
imports to Canada. They do not, however, mean 
more employment for our citizens They will 
mean that this country ts likely to go on increas~ 
« ine its adverse balance of trade. 

hand the Federal Budget has been designed with 
the desire to give no offence to the United States 
The trade of Canada with that country, all prog 
nostications to the contrary, will not suffer one 
jota because of countervailing duties, which

the past is shaken to its foundation 

That seriptural phrase, "by thelr fruits 
shall know them," is especially applicable to 
politics and to the record of politicians Mr, Mac- 
kenazlc King said in his Victoria speed: that the 
economic future of the British Empire might be 
decided by Canada's yote on July 28, We are 
prone to think that there Is greater truth than 
political acumen in his remark, but not In the 
way he believes, His Government has failed to 
forward the economic unity of the Empire, Dur- 
ing its regime Canada’s imports from the United 
States have increased by over $400,000,000 while 
those from the Motherland have only grown in 
value by $40,000,000, In the face of these figures 
his protestations that his policies have been 
shaped for the development of the economic 
unity of the Empire must be taken with large 
doses of salt. The facts of the situation do not 
indicate that Mr. Mackenzie King has been the 
supporter of inter-Imperial trade despite his pose 
in the present election campaign. Liberal tend- 
encies, in a fiscal sense, have been eminently 
pro-American and any observer must be at a loss 
to determine how such pelicies will foster Empire 
trade, If the verdict of July 28 ia as fateful as 
the Prime Minister would have us believe then 
{t is so because the people of Canada are to 
determine whether they will go on trading more 
and more with the United States, under Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King, or more ond more within the Empire 
and with the rest of the world, under Mr. R. B 
Bennett 

There is one feature of Mr. Mackenzie King’s 
speech in Victoria which is in line with the 
record of his Government, He burkes the ques- 
tion of unemployment. His Administration has 
sidetracked this problem as non-existent during 
the past twelve months. Now he says it is a pro- 
vinelal affair, This is tantamount to ignoring the 
fact that it has been the fiscal policies devised at 
Ottawa which have led to 4 large exodus of our

CE AS ONLY REALITY 
Professor Einstein's latest public pronounce- 
ment, in an address before the World Power Con- 
ference at Berlin, is said to make an advance In 
theory even greater than Relativity, In a sum- 
ming up of a highly technical discourse the pro- 


fessor said that the general theory of Relativity, 


while absorbing gravitation, does not account 
for electro-magnetic fields. The: latter he in- 
cludes in a “Unitary Field Theory” on the basis 
of a spatial ‘structure which can be character- 
ized mathematically. His own description fol- 
lows: 

“The fleld laws should be the simplest mathe- 
matical conditions to which such a space mani- 
fold can be subjected. These laws seem to have 
been found and have proved to be in agreement 
with the empirical laws of gravitation and elec- 
tricity up to the first order of approximation 
Further mathematical investigation will reveal 
whether or not they also provide a useful theory 
of material particles and thelr movements.

is about swallow up both the gravitational and

|WILLIAM DUNBAR 


By 6. EL. 

A short, rather rotund figure, a 
face ruddy and stamped with evi- 
dences of the love of good cheer, 
eyes small, beady and dark, now 
twinkling with humor, now blazing 
with scorn, a golden tongue melli- 
fluous in speech. Such is the por- 
trait of William Dunbar drawn by 
his biographer in the Famous Scots 
Beries, who characterizes the poet 
as "a mighty genius,” adjudged by 
many competent critics to be “the 
peer, if not in a few of his quali- 
tles the superior of Chaucer and 
Spenser.” 

Dunbar lived during the golden 
age of Scottish history at the court 
of the sblest prince of his line, 
James IV, a stout soldier, a capable 
administrator of his prosperous 
realm, and a generous patron of 
learning and literature. The ap- 
proximate date of Dunbar’s birth is 
1460, He was educated at St. 
Andrew's, obtaining the degree of 
Master of Arts, and later visited 
the universities of Oxford and 
Paris. At twenty-three he entered 
the church and donned the habit 
of a preaching friar of the Fren- 
ciscan Order, but five years later 
retired from the order and assumed 
the dress of the secular clergy 
About 1490 he entered the personal 
and confidential service of his 
sovereign and wus employed in em- 
bassies to foreign courts, 


He accompanied the mission to 
England which arranged the terms 
of the alliance between the two 
royal houses, the marriage which 
resulted in the union of the two 
kingdoms under one crown a cen- 
tury later 
bar distinguished himself by com- 
posing several brilliant poems which 
won great praise in the Engifsh 
joapital, and on the ari i 
burgh of the Tudor Princess Mar- 
garet he wrote the 
epithalamium, “The Thistle and the 
| Rose.” 
| Dunbar was greatly esteemed by 
the royal pair and occupied an hon- 
| orable 4nd influential position at 
court. He was an ardent defender 
fof the policy of cultivating 
relations with England James, 
however, in an evil moment resolved 
;to intervene in & quarrel between 
England and France. He marched 
into England at the head of an 
army of Lowlanders, Highlanders 
and Islesmen and encountered the 
Eur! of Surrey, who outmanoeuvred 
him and destroyed his army at 
Flodden Field 

Shortly after this disaster Dun- 
| bar seems to have retired to a quiet 
| benefice having re-entered his 
jor der, His closing years are wrapped 
in obscurity and he died about 1520,

WOOL CLIP SETS 
CARIBOO RECORD 


Results in Big Reduction in 
Freight Rates 


Increased wool production from 
the Cariboo district during the sea- 
son just closed is revealed in word 
recelved by the markets branch of 
the Department of Agriculture from 
G. A. Luyat, district agriculturist. He 
reports that the bulk of the clip has 
now been shipped, and, while no 
figure was, given, it ls understood 
the shipments will be approximately 
87,000 pounds, an increase of about 
17,000 pounds over the output dur- 
ing the 1929 season.

SUMMER SQUASH 

The Summer squash is a member

same as the vegetable marrow of 
Burope and Canada, and is almost

As one cook has said, “Summer 
squash ls mostiy water—but what 
water!" Por this reason it makes

vegetable. It is a very delicious ad- 
dition to the everyday diet. Sum- 
mer squash may be secured in most 
parts of the country during the sea- 
son and should be used as much as’ 
possible when available, 

Several varieties are used: Some
